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the basic materials 
research and design 


ecently, in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, a 
group of architects, engineers, researchers, builders and 
producers of building materials witnessed the completion 
of a structure designed and engineered to function as a 
family dwelling. Those present were there to evaluate the 
performance of specific materials and the methods of 
construction in the use of these materials. During the fol- 
lowing ten days, over 55,000 people viewed the structure 


to pass judgment on it as a house to live in... a home 


lhis was not another model house nor a promotional de- 
vice to initiate its duplication by hundreds or thousands, 
but rather a step forward in research into the fundamen- 
tals of home design and construction—a guide to an un- 
derstanding of materials and their uses, and an indication 
of how these materials will affect the appearance of the 


homes you will buy or build in the future. 


len years ago, the architectural department of LIVING 
embarked upon a program to explore and to expand the 
living and comfort potential of the small home, and there 
can be no doubt that there has been heartening progress 
in this direction. Living-Conditioning has brought about 
recognition and application of the conditioning factors 
of climate, light, sound, space and color. Each step in re- 
search and development has brought us closer to the study 
of the basic materials that must shelter and contribute to 


the efficient operation of the living-conditioning elements. 


Today, new building materials—or materials in new 
forms—are making their appearance in such numbers and 
at such speed as to overpower the architect, the builder 
and the consumer. Caught up in the pace of recent years, 
we have lacked the time and economic requirements so 
necessary to a thorough research and understanding of 
these materials; accepting them “as is,” we have over- 


looked them as an avenue to creativeness. 


To this end, the LIVING For Young Homemakers Basic 
Materials Research and Design Program was begun—a 
program dedicated to the philosophy and purpose of ex- 
ploring a new approach to home architecture, created and 
refined by concentrating on the full potential of a single 


basic material category. 


Among the goals of the program are a more agreeable 


design appearance characteristic of the material itself; 


program 


lower labor costs effected by reduction in the duplication 
of skilled trades employed in the construction of a house; 
the development of new and more efficient products, and 


the re-evaluation and application of existing products. 


Kight materials categories have been chosen for definitive 
study, namely: asbestos-cement; aluminum, glass, port- 
land cement, plastics, structural clay, steel and wood 
products, Each material is to reach its ultimate realiza- 


tion in a house expressive of that material. 


An over-all guiding committee has selected as co-sponsor 
of each house an association or individual producer in a 
basic material category who is responsible for financial 
endowment and technical assistance; a consulting archi- 
tect who directs research and executes the final design, 


and a consulting builder who constructs the house. 


Quite naturally, the vagaries of consumer acceptance play 
their part in the development of housing. Nevertheless, 
the thousands who have already seen the Asbestos-Cement 
Products Research House—the first to be completed in 
the program—and the thousands more who will view this 
house in the future, must agree that it expresses the in- 
tegrity of the material and completely avoids imitation of 
other products. Certainly, it reveals new building poten- 
tials and methods of production that might otherwise 


never have been realized in domestic architecture.

Y he choice of an architect for the asbestos- 


cement house was tempered to a very sensitive degree 
by an unconventional need. It is fairly easy, if one 
wants to live in an Anne Hathaway cottage or a 
French farmhouse, to find a designer who is adept in 
the field of nostalgic architecture. But when the pro- 
jected house is without precedent, when no one quite 
knows what it will look like—or should look like, 
when the element of chance is constantly at hand, the 
only possible designer is one who is so imbued with 
the need to be right that he is willing to be wrong. 
Duane Conner, of Oklahoma City, is such an archi- 
tect. He is as intrigued with success as anyone, yet is 
more interested in his work than in himself, and asks 
of it only the intrinsic award of public achievement. 
He will gamble on winning a major goal with every- 
thing he possesses by way of inventiveness, imagina- 
tion and daring, and the fact that he usually wins is 
due as much to his inquisitiveness as it is to his con- 
siderable talent. He never capitalizes on experience: 
what's done is done. To him, past performance has 
nothing to do with future achievement except to 
provide a stratum of solidity beneath his feet. 
When asked why he decided to become an archi- 
tect, he replied that he didn’t know: he had planned 
it since earliest memory. This singleness of purpose 
took him through Oklahoma State College and_ its 
School of Architecture, on to France and Italy for fur- 
ther study, then back to Oklahoma City. A pioneer in 
the development of factory-fabrication methods for 
component building parts, and always a researcher. 
he poured his skill into an amazingly diversified range 
of buildings: churches. schools, office buildings—all 
of them underivative, unhackneyed and, whether sim- 
ple or elaborate, distinguished by a refreshing disre- 
gard for dogmatic precedent. Churches fascinate him. 
and one of his finest pieces of work is the first Chris- 


tian Chureh of Oklahoma City, an extraordinary edi- 


fice which is neither cathedral nor mosque, yet has 


the overtones of both. His domed school buildings 
are Oklahoma landmarks, yet, until recently, he has 
done only a limited amount of design in the field of 
domestic architecture—some fifteen or so houses, most 


of them good-sized, with the earliest bearing the ro-

mantic earmarks of Frank Lloyd Wright's influence 
on so many of his admirers. 

In time, he became interested in the small home, 
per se, and eventually designed two for this maga- 
zine’s Electri-Living programs. With this interest eame 
a philosophy of small-home design which springs, as 
he puts it, from “a desire to provide a maximum of 
space with a minimum of enclosure, censtruction and 
cost, then to liberate the usage of that space in such 
a manner that any kind of family, whatever its idio- 
syncrasies, can live in it with the greatest possible free- 
dom.” He will not tolerate rigid forms that dictate 

id functions: to him, any space should be easily, 
naturally and comfortably usable in as many ways as 
possible. Yet. since he believes that no individual 
dweller wants to be submitted to the discipline of the 
module any more than he wants to be subjected to the 
rigidity of the “box” approach to a house, the module 
serves its purpose with grace only when the home- 
owner is unaware of it. “My houses are modular,” he 
says, “but you must look for the module.” 

When chosen to design the asbestos-cement house, 
Mr. Conner began a year and a half of research dur- 
ing which he traveled to plants and research centers 
throughout the United States, working with develop- 
meni engineers and research technicians in evaluating 
the materials and their potential application to the 
small home. He then wrote a report on materials in 
actual production, an evaluation of the product, and 
an analysis of products for future investigation. 

In the final stage of his work for the Program, he 
prepared designs for a home using asbestos-cement as 
a design tool, applying it as the most decisive design 
element in the house—an approach avoiding all imi- 
tation of other materials, expressing the virtues of the 
material alone, and underscoring Mr. Conner’s credo 
that “if a building is to have integrity, it must come 


from within. It cannot be applied to the surface.” 
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A. the research and technical development in 


materials plus the most meticulously devised plans in 
the world would be of comparatively little value if 
there were no builders qualified to translate research 
and design into physical actuality. Like any other 
merchant, the builder deals in what he has found to 
he—or reasonably expects to be—a marketable prod- 
uct. His organization is geared to a format of eco- 
nomical, efficient productivity, and as a businessman 
he may justly state: 1 build what the public will buy. 
Whether we like his houses or not, we must agree that 
such a procedure seems economically sound, 

There are certain builders, however, who are will- 
ing to build without precedent or guarantee of any 
kind other than their own conviction that the job is 
worth the effort in the advancement of homemaking 
as a whole. To them, experimentation, exploration 
and challenge are stimulating and rewarding—even 
though the risk of temporary monetary loss is pos- 
sible. And, as in other fields, a few pioneer for many. 

Such a builder was necessary to the Basic Materials 
Research and Design Program, and such a man was 
selected as a builder-consultant for the ashestos- 


cement house. At 42, Joel Coley knows the ins and

outs of building like the back of his hand. Beginning 
at 16 as a contractor's laborer, he worked himself up 
through the ranks to become head of his own firm 
an enterprise which includes real estate and insurance, 
lumber and hardware; on the board of directors of 
the National Association of Home Builders, his in- 
terests touch every phase of the home-building indus- 
try. In the past fifteen years, he has built over 2,000 
houses and is now developing land for several hun- 
dred more to be built this year. 

He will tackle any building problem, any complex- 
ity of design with a wonderful combination of eager- 
ness and equanimity. His admiration for Duane 
Conner is that of an accomplished craftsman for a 
gifted architect, and, in his own words, he built the 
asbestos-cement house with a feeling of privilege and 
exhilaration. Somehow, he knew how to indoctrinate 
his crew with the same feeling of adventure, briefing 
them like a football coach on the handling of un- 
familiar materials, imbuing each of them with a sense 
of being part of a creative operation. 

Although such a research house is often a process 
of trial and error, it is the knowledge gained in such a 


project that leads to better, more affordable homes.

With its roof off, the house is revealed as a forty-foot 
square with a ten-foot, L-shaped strip lying along each 
of two sides to hold the bedrooms, baths and retreat.

Since the transition from open air to enclosure requires one form or 






another of psychological shock absorber, any home designed without 
benefit of a conventional entrance hall or its equivalent is apt to wel- 
come its guests with a bit of a jolt. That possibility is neatly negated 
in this house in a very simple, very effective manner. Although the 
foyer is actually a 10’ by 10’ corner-segment of the common room, it 
gains both identity and distinction by virtue of a free-form, free- 
standing “wall” of fluted asbestos-cement which curls around it in a 
protective arm. Serpentine in form, it holds in one of its arcs a guest- 
closet with folding doors, and screens all view of the living area except 
a handsome vista directly opposite the front door.

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The planning philosophy of this house not only involves the allocation of a 
maximum of open space for active use, but a solution to the problem of how 
adults can enjoy being adults.

and, in an unusual sense, dual-purpose. In a family with small children, it is 


parentally sacrosanct—the one room in the house meant for uninterrupted,

Asbestos-cement forms remain as finished beam sides after 


they have been filled with concrete (left). Reinforcing rods form 
hooks for placement of beam. Bolts are cast into top of beams 
for securing ends of roof panels. Completed precast beams are 
being hoisted into position (below); other beams have already 


been set in place. Ends of beams at point of juncture with column 
are grovted with concrete to form a continuous 50-foot beam. 
Beams cantilever five feet beyond building for overhang protection 
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Roof sections were factory built. Two sheets of 
curved corrugated asbestos-cement were placed in 
a form and filled with a lightweight, cellular con- 
crete. The result: a thermo-structural panel perma- 
nently finished on both sides, two inches thick and 
spanning a horizontal length of ten feet. Placement 
of panels was accomplished by developing a 
unique set of “fingers” which lowered a panel into 
place without clamping or attaching to the hoist 
Panels merely abut, with ends resting on precast 
beams. Below, roof panels have all been placed 
Butt joints of panels side by side are covered by 
curved asbestos-cement corrugated battens (shown 
projecting over edge of roof). These battens are 
held in place with self-threading metal attaching 
devices. Lap of corrugations creates water- and 
windproof seal. The valley between ends of curved 
panels, below far right, is filled with concrete 
creating a sloping drainage surface outward from 
center line of building. This valley is chemically 
sealed against moisture and securely bonded to

Wall panels were also factory-built. A sheet of 
smooth asbestos-cement forms the interior surface; 
a sheet of rugged, textured asbestos-cement 
forms exterior surface. These sheets are bonded 
by a two-inch-thick foamed thermo core, Panels 
are attached to building by anchorage to top and 
bottom. First panel abuts corner column; each 
succeeding panel is slid horizontally into an ad- 
joining position. No stud or intermediate supports 
are needed. Bottom of exterior beam is recessed, 
forming a groove into which the exterior panel is 
inserted. Foamed plastic strip in groove forms seal 





Bottom of exterior panel is placed on a continuous aluminum angle sill member; 
metal clips at bottom secure panels in position (left), Panel edges are hollow, with 
asbestos-cement faces projecting beyond core. Splines to join panels (above) are made 
of medium and firm layers of foamed plastic, the medium density layers allowing 
compression for placement into this hollow groove of panel edge. After spline has 
been placed into groove of first panel (below left), second panel is slid into engaging 
position (below). Joint is hidden in surface pattern. Panels are installed, working

n Mexico there is a fine place where you can go;

juice—grapes whole—skins, seeds and all—with honey and 
a little water combined in the blender. When you fini 
something both healthy, as this is, and delicious, you've 
really made a discovery! Now the whole month of Sep 
tember means grapes to us. The fragrance of the ripening 
fruit in the garden converts our outdoors to a special 
place. The arbor directly outside the back door allows th 
drifting scent to permeate all the rooms day and night. We 
love this odor. You grow certain flowers for their scent, 
why not fruit, and why not grapes? Even if you never ate 


or drank them, the fragrance would be reason enough)

circulation and fine drainage. If the roots can be 
warm, so much the better. A southern slope with sun 
beating on the ground will often accomplish this. Full sun 
they must have, and be free from nearby trees, shrubs, 
hedges whose roots would compete for nourishment and 
moisture. Avoid planting them in low, frosty pickets where 
late freezes will disturb the blossoms. If your growing season 
is short, establish them on the south side of a building, 
training the vines against the wall. Here, not only will the 
roots be warm, but the heat radiation from reflected sun- 
light will bring the crop at least a week earlier. Grapes 
thrive in most any kind of soil, heavy or light as long as it 
is well-dramed. Just average fertility is best. In too-rich 
earth, the vines run to greenery. Neutral or slightly acid 


soil with a coarse somewhat gravelly texture is ideal. 


he vines will thrive and produce for fifty or sixty 
years, and if you maintain a continuously high 
organic content in the earth, the harvest will 
always be splendid. One way to do this is to 


mulch five or six inches deep with hay, grass 


clippings, leaves, straw, wood chips or sawdust around the 
base of the main trunk, reaching out three or more feet in 
diameter. You can then lift and place under this blanket 
clean kitchen refuse—potato peels, carrot tops, pea shells, 
lettuce, ete. Thus, each vine has a small individual compost 
pile, a kind of reserve supply of ever-available, ever-forming 


organic food. And all hidden beneath a neat carpet of mulch. 


n addition, for an abundance of vitality and fruit, potash 
is important. Scatter ashes from your fireplace, which 
are rich in potash, on the ground around the main 

trunk, and out about six feet in diameter for the far-reaching 
roots. If you live near the shore, gather a few bushel baskets 
of seaweed (also full of potash) to spread as a deep, year- 
round mulch extending out about three or four feet in 
diameter. Finely-ground granite rock or dust (on the market 
called Hybrotite, Soil-Con, Super Gran-its) is high in pot- 
ash, leaves no harmful chemical residue, and contains, in 
addition, valuable trace minerals. Cocoa shells and tobacco 
stems bring potash. In the fall you can toss the green tops 
of your old nicotiana around the grapes. A good grape feed- 
ing program is: a meal of potash in the autumn. If ground 
granite, two to three pounds per vine. In the spring, a half 
pound of organic nitrogen, cottonseed meal, bone meal, or 
dried blood which spurs the vines to immediate strong 


growth and increases the yield. [Continued on page 98 |

of a house in the most absolute sense. An experi- 
mental study in exactly how far the nuances of 


flexibility can be carried to ease and enhance the 





exigencies of living, it was designed for and ex- 
hibited at the 1959 Texas State Fair. In area (1,060 
square feet). it constitutes the major and central 
portion of the house plan: two bedrooms and a 
bath flank it at one end: a bedroom, bath and a 
garage lie at the other. These are separated, quiet 
areas; the convertible room itself is meant for fam- 
ily fraternization. In design. it is actually four 
spaces in one. with each sector—living, dining. 
kitchen and laundry-playroom—defined at house 
center by kitchen-cabinetry and bordered on its 
exterior wall by a terrace. In the process of con- 
version, space, as such. remains fixed. Environment, 
mood, function and conditioning are the qualities 
that mutate. and they do so in the following man- 
ner: First: four sets of sliding glass doors throw 
each quadrant of the room open to its adjacent ter- 
— race—the quickest, simplest. most conventional way 
of bringing the outdoors in and vice versa. Second: 
much less conventionally. a roll-away roof con- 
trolled by an automatic system similar to that of an 
overhead garage door provides access to the sky—a 


visual sky. that is. even with the roof rolled back.

Third: interior 


openness between the kitchen and dining area, 





The convertible room: 
its living potential

laundry-playroom and living area is created at will 
by lowering sliding closure panels set into vertical 
glides above the two banks of kitchen counters. 
These operate very much like the blinds in Pullman 
cars and can be adjusted to any height desired. Con- 
sequently, with roof and doors open and sliding 
panels down, the room has the airiness and sweep 
of a garden pavilion, yet in a matter of seconds, it 
can be given a total sense of definitive enclosure. 
This is the potential of convertibility in its most 
practical aspect: it represents a mechanical control 
over aesthetic elements. As for function, its diver- 
sity is confined for the most part to the kitchen

Flooring here and throughout the convertible room 
is of brick laid in a herringbone pattern E, F,G: 
The sliding roof: In E and F, the roof is in the 
process of sliding back to reveal the permanent 
overhead screening of Kaiser ShadeScreen—a flat 
aluminum sheet composed entirely of tiny louver 
like perforations finished in a soft leaf-green. As a 
protective device, it keeps out excessive glare and 
all but the most minuscule of insects. The roof itself 
was developed by the Kalwall Corporation and 
the Crawford Door Company which furnished the 
sliding door hardware. The Kalwall units are com- 
posed of two sheets of translucent plastic bonded to 
a lightweight aluminum grid system; when viewed 
from below, the effect is of an attractive, staggered 
grillwork.
